Hand Digitising 

This continuous variation is known as analogue. A computer can only deal with variations in definite 
steps, each ol winch can Be very small, but always numbered, and ihetetore known as digital. The 

easiest and most well-known way ot digitising an image is Dy passing an analogue video signal 
through a hardware Dlginser. This produces an approiimaww of the original made up ot dots. Never- 
theless, it is equally possible, though a lot more work, to 'hand digjlise' an image by caretully copying 
hilled artist can do this 'by eye', but most will at some tiine lake the shud-cul and trace an image.
